When wilt thou save the people? Shall crime bring crime for ever, 
O God of mercy, when? Strength aiding still the strong? 
Not lords and herds, but nations! Is it thy will, O Father, 
Not realms and might, but men! That man shall toil for wrong? 
Flowers of thy heart, O God, are they; “No,” say thy mountains; “No,” thy skies; 
Let them not pass, like weeds, away, Man’s clouded sun shall brightly rise, 
Their heritage a sunless day. And songs be heard instead of sighs; 
God save the people! God save the people! 


When wilt thou save the people?

ment at the anguish and the misery of Thy children, the Serbs, the Croats and the 


Slovenes, under the yoke of the oppressor. Yugoslavia, the Beloved, our Mother- 
land has been divided as a spoil by her enemies. She has been stripped and 
plundered. Her holy places have been profaned. Bitter woe and bitter want are 
her portion. Their bread has been snatched from the mouths of her children. 
Her women’s eyes are blind with weeping. Their breasts are dry. Her strong 
men who have escaped the sword faint with hunger. Her little ones are dying 
at the top of every street. Do not, O Lord, permit our enemies to teach and 


spread hatred among Thy good children of Yugoslavia. 


In our agony we stretch out our hands to Thee our God who alone canst 
save us. 

Stay, we beseech Thee, Thy wrath. Pardon our transgressions. Withhold not 
from us Thy Pity and Thy Mercies. Thou hast said, Come unto Me all ye that 
travail and are heavy-laden and I will give you rest. Grant now, O Lord, to the 
Peoples of Yugoslavia respite from the burden of misery which presses upon them. 
Deliver them from this slavery. Restore to them the gift of that Liberty where- 
with Christ hath made them free. 

Send down upon the strong peoples which Thou hast called to battle for 
equal justice and equal brotherhood among all men and all nations, Thy spirit 
of tender mercy that they may minister to Thy Yugoslav children in their bitter 
misery and grievous need. 

We thank Thee for the steadfast hearts of her sons who from the rocks of 
her great mountains fight on for her Freedom and their homes. Sustain and 
uphold them, we pray Thee. They are true to the Faith and the Name of their 
fathers and in the Might of Thy Cross they are unafraid. 

And, O lover of all mankind, break down the barriers between the nations. 
Confound the devices of those who rob the world of Thy Peace. Call them 
also unto fullness of Repentence. Grant that they may return to Thee and that 
rising from the Death of bloodshed and the fire to a new life of Peace and 
Brotherhood, mankind may fulfill Thy Holy Will. 


Send down Thy Holy Spirit in power to possess the hearts of Thy children, 
the Peoples of Yugoslavia: and suffer not the spirit of hatred and the lust of 
vengeance to enter and reign therein. 

O Lord our God, save Thy people and bless Thine inheritance. For Thou

Tue NATIONAL ANTHEMS OF THE 
Unitep STATES OF AMERICA AND OF YUGOSLAVIA 


Our Serbian Orthodox Brethren will be interested to note that there is displayed be- 
neath the Ikon of St. John the Divine an exquisitely carved wooden cross which was sent 
a year before the outbreak of War to the Bishop of New York by Bishop Nicholai—the 
great Serbian patriot and hero. 


The inscription on its repository reads: “This simple sign of suffering and victory, 


made by the monks of Mont Athos—to my dear brother in Christ, Bishop William 
Manning, in brotherly love 3% Nicholai Ochrida”. 


The Ikon and Cross rest on an Altar Cloth presented to this Cathedral by the Royal 
Yugoslav Government in 1926.
